“We were organized and shared 
common politics,” Gonzalez 
remembered the deputy mentioning. 
“We were not victimizing each 
other. . . . He could not understand 
why there were So many of them 
[guards] there because we would 
[obey orders] and take care of each 
other.” 

During the first night in the 
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circus-like tent, the temperature fell 
to about 40 degrees， recalled 
Gonzalez，and there .were not 
enough blankets. He also remembers 
queuing up for everything. 

“They had us standing in line 
for meals, Showers, for this and that.

Physically this took up time. .. .We 
also had workshops and meetings 一 
we constantly had strategy Sessions,” 
he said. 

Not all the activities Were SeriousS 
though，Huey pointed out. “IThere 
arealotofthings to doto recreate, to 
keep from getting down. There was 
dancing . . . making music with 
whatever we had: sticks, juice cans 
with rocks inside，clapping. 

“There was a lot of sharing 
Songs. Tve never Sung that much,” 
the _ cabinet maker chuckled. “Five 
hundred voices Singing Or chanting 
the Same thing is very poOwerful.” 

TENSE 

Gonzalez added,“Without that， 
it would've been a drag. TIhe 
situation Was tense，but there was 
humor there A lot of the 
entertainment diffused the tension.” 

He recalled that the ,deputies 
originally came in with billy clubs 
and other weapons. After the men 
began to Sing funny 一 and 
affectionate 一 Songs to_ them，the 
deputies，including the Sheriff in 
charge of the jail, ceased to bring in 
the weapons. 

Huey and he spoke ofhow on the 
second night of jail，after the lights 
went out，spontaneous joke-telling 
broke out among the men.“JImagine 
being in a circus-Iike tentthe size of a 
football field,”1laughed Huey.“I 
Was like brothers in a Small room

whotelljokes so noone could sleep.” 


Though the two men Imet each 
other only while in jail，each took 
active notice of whatotherminorities 
were there with them. In addition to 
the less than ten Asians, they Saw 
two blacks，two Hispanics and a 
number of Native Americans. Most 
of the protestors were white. 

SURPRISED 
“TIT actually was surprised [at the 
number of Asians],”Gonzalez told 
EasyJrest “and pleased because in 
the work Tve done on the nuclear 
freeze campaign，Ive run across 
maybe only three or four other 
people of color who take an active 
Part in what is going on. 

“In part，the Imovement is 
Self-perpetuating. 
Because there are So many whites， 
they do not recognize their racism 
and often don't understand Third 
World concerns,，” he observed. 
Because these otherwise “well- 
intentioned people make insensitive 
or ignorant remmarks，Gonzalez felt 
many minorities did not want to get 
inVolved with the issue. 

Huey ”concurred that the 
predominance of whites in the

Based on his work with such 
groups as the Bay Area Asians for 
Nuclear “Disarmament， Huey 
explained,“There are a lot more 
Asians involved and concerned with 
nuclear disarmament and peace. 
He said that most of their energies 
focus on issues Which affect the 
Asian Pacific American community， 
Specifically，including the A-bomb 
Survivors (Hibakusha) and the 
testing of missiles in S. Pacific 
Islands. 

An informal census of 340of the 
470 men, conducted by Huey while 
he waited in meal lines, showed that 
there were :0$ _ students，35 in 
construction trades, 30 teachers, 2 
engineers/high tech (including one 
engineer Who worked at the lab 
itself 人 .They and many others not 
only Spent time in jail，but missed 
work as well. 

What about the future of the two 
men” Gonzalez said he will help 
organize an October day of protest 
against the deployment of a missile 
System. And though Huey wouldlike 
to concentrate more on his work, he 
admitted that he, too, will probably 
Stay _ involved with the movement， 
especially through his church. 

“Weneed to address the fears of 
people from Taiwan， China and SE 
Asia，especially Vietnami，because 
their fear of communism and what it 
did to their families makes them 
believe in the power [ and necessity] 
of nuclear weapons,” he explained. 
“We need to get the message acrOSS

The men face at least Six 
additional days injail or a$240 fine 
for their arrests 过 they choose not to 
contest the traffic blocking charges.

(IThe group funds public interest 
law projects which target 
populations which normally do not 
have access to the legal system. 
Berkeley graduates are given 
preference only in rare instances 
Where two projects might be found 
equally deserving.

Ngim's exposure to family law 
issues began atthe law caucus Where 
she did volunteer work in the 
community education component. 
While there，she also made a 
decision to go to law school. 

The UC Berkeley psychology 
graduate Saw family law as a way of 
combining her，interest in both 
counseling andlaw.“Idecided totry， 
butTm a pessimist. TIneverthoughtI 
Would get into law school, but here I 
am, ”Ngim laughed. 

“II hated law school and the 
attitude of the professors and the 
majority of students,”said Ngim of 
her three years at Hastings Law 
School in SFE.“Their priorities and 
personal goals are a lot different 
[than mine]. They wanted to make 
money and make 3a name for 
themselves.”They were not looking 
into public interestlaw, She Stressed. 

SOLE STAFF 

While working at the SF 
Neighborhood Legal Assistance 
Foundation， the _ young woman 
handled family law cases and also 
met Some of the staff of Cameron 
House which had just begun its 


battered women's social services 


program.

Despite the shortage of funds， 
however，Ngim has received much 
in kind Support from Cameron 
House, the Chinatown agency, such 
as free space, Some Supplies,aphone， 
,and the services of a receptionist. 
Working' closely with other legal 
Services groups and women' s groups 
have also helped relieve some of the 
burden. 

Because publicity flyers are just 
|now coming out, Ngim admitted that 
She doesnotnow have alotofclients. 
Most of her clients are imnmigrants 
Who have been referred from other 
agencies. However，Ngim 
emphasized that she definitely could 
foresee a time when her caseload 
would be sohighthat she wouldhave 
;to refuse to take cases and make 
|referrals out. 

OBSTACLES 

She was realistic,however, about 
Some of the cultural obstacles with 
Which she would have to contend in 
attracting women to _ utilize her 
project's services. 

“There are language problems 
and a fear of the legal system,” 
commented the woman. “There s 
also a Shame factor in admitting to 
someone thatthere'*saprobleminthe 
family 一 domestic violence [orl a 
marriage falling apart.” 

Jgnorance of one's rights is 
another major issue _ according to 
Ngim.“IThere aretwobig questionsI 
get [about domestic relations]. 
Immigrants are afraid that ifthey are 
the ones who make the report, their 
green[permanent resident] cards will 
be taken away and they'l be 
deported， Or the men/husbands 
threaten to take the card away.” 

“[IThe otherquestionis] ifthere is 
achild involved,ifthey arethefirstto 
come forward [with a complaint], 
then will thehusband get the kids?” 
added Ngim. 

GROWN APART 

Not all of Ngim's clients are 
involved in Situations of domestic ， 
Violence. In some instances,，the 
Spouses have merely grown apart 
and the wife seeks a dissolution 
[divorce]， Ngim put forth a 
hypothetical case: 

“Let's Say the husband gambles 
and so there are money problems. I| 


he lost, he will not show his face at 1 
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home and family life becomes 
sporadic. The woman cannot count 
on the man to bring home money. So 
She goes out and finds work at 3 
garment factory or restaurant. 

“Pretty soon, She realizes，Hey， 
I can be self-su 人 cient; I don't have 
to depend on him.”They want a 
dissolution because they want to go 
on with their lives,” conjectured 
Ngim. 

Family law not only means 
problems for the women involved. It 
also historically has been hard on 
attorneySs practicing in the field. 
“Attorneys don't like dealing with 
other people's personal problems， 
especially when theybecome heated. 
Sometimes it hits close to home. 
There's also a_ certain amount of 
counseling involved，but they Say 


thats not _ their job” Ngim 
continued. 
FRUSTRATION 


Perhaps the biggest problem is 
frustration in dealing with women 
who are often caught in what Ngim 
called a “cycle of violence.” She 
explained，“There's pressure that 
becomes violent. Then the husband 
is remorseful and apologetic. The 
woman loves that person and wants 
to maintain the family unit and wants 
to believe what that person ls Saying. 

“If an attorney sees the client at 
the first part of the cycle，she'll go 
back [to the husband]， Three 
months,orayearlater, she llbe back 
[here],”concluded the attorney-. 

Is Sharon Ngim frustrated? 
Sometimes， she admitted, ， but 
quickly added that most of the time 
work does not bother her because 
she's learned not to take her clients” 
problems home with her.

[release] mechanism because Tve 
always wanted to do this work,” 
hypothesized Ngim.

Justice Department 


Files Bias Suit 
Against NY Police 


WASHINGTON The 


Department of Justice filed a civil | 


Suite late last month charging the 


Suffolk County，New York，police 


department “with discriminating 
against blacks， Hispanics and 
women in job opportunities. 

Assistant ”Attorney “General 
William Bradford Reynolds, head of 
the ”Department's Civil Rights 
Division， Said the employment 
discrimination suit was filed in US 
District Court in Brooklyn，New 
York. 

The suit alleges the Long Island 
police force, the 10th largest in the 
nation, violates the Civil Rights Act 
of 1964 and federal revenue-sharing 
and law enforcement-funding laws 
by continuing to_ use employment 
practices that are discriminatory-: 

The police force refuses to 
Tecruit，hire，assign and promote 
blacks, Hispanics and women on an 
equal basis with white Anglo men. Lt 
also Uses tests and other selection 
Standards that have a 
disproportionately adverse impact 
on these groups, the suit Said. 

The department claimed Suffolk 
County and its officials have failed 
and refusedto change thesepractices 
Or to take Teasonable steps to 
eliminate the effects ofthe practices. 

The Suffolk County police force 
has 2,580 officers and 890 civilian 
employees. Of the o 人 cers, only 59 
are black or Hispanic and only 25 
are women. 


The police force has, since 1972，! 


hired 955 o 包 cers, of whom only five

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Sansei Art Teacher Might Lose 
Job Because of Her "Color

HOUSTITON,，Texas 一 Back in 
1942，Japanese Americans were 
Seen by most whites as Sub-humans 
from a foreign land whose skin.color 
and Slanted eyes would forever 
Separate and Prevent them from 
becoming a part of American 
Society.、Ihis held true for other 
Asian Americans too, but there was 
a Special animosity for people of 
Japanese descentbackthen. The one 
thing that would always hold Asians 
back，supposedly，was their Asian 
looks. 

Now, 41 years later in Houston， 
Texas，comes the case of Betty 
Waki，a third generation Japanese 
American and native Texan. Waki， 
whose ancestors were all ofJapanese 
descent，may lose her job because 
she is classified as white even though 
she isn't. Waki says she is not white， 
but her boss Says She is，The 
Supreme Court may end up deciding 
this case. 

POLICY 

An art teacher at Houston's 
Sharpstown High School, Waki has 
been told that she will not be 
returning to her job after 12 years of 
Imeritorious Service there due to a 
Houston “Independent ”School 
District (HISD) policy “ which 
classifies Asians as “white.”The 
Policy has been in effect since 1970 
and is referred to as the Singleton 
Ratio，named after the Supreme 
Court case of Singletom y Jacksom， 
Miss. Accordingto district policy “the 
Singleton Ratio requires each school 
within the _ district to reflect，as 
closely as mathematically possible， 
the exact percentage of Black, white 
and Hispanic teachers existing in the 
grade level districtwide.2” 


The District determines the 
Percentage breakdowns every year 
on May 1 and can then reassign Or 
terminate teachers to comply with 
the new percentages. Reassignment 
Or termination， referred to as 
“absorption” by the districb is 


determined by department and 
Seniority， TIhe ratio makes 
distinctions _ for Blacks and 


Hispanics, but designates Asians as 
whites. Hence the controversy. 


The District Projected 3a 


districtwide decrease im white 
enrollment. The new Singleton Ratio 
forthe 82-83 years for Houston area 
high school faculties was 4196 Black， 
5596 White and 496 Hispanic. 

Because Sharpstown was not in 
compliance with the new figures， 
Sharpstown “Principal William 
Jackson decided that the white 
teacher with the least seniority in the 
art department would have to be 
dropped.，Within that department 
there was one white teacher with 18 
years Seniority, Waki with 11 years， 
and a Black teacher with 1 year 
Seniority, Wakiwasthe artteacherto 
be ， absorbed (reassigned ”or 
terminated). 

This created an unprecedented 
amount of protest from the usually 
quijet and divided Asian community 
in 再 ouston. 工 hey were especially 
upset about Waki's absorption 
since 139% of Sharpstown's student 
population is Asian，the largest 
concentration of Asian students in 
any Houston.high school. 

Waki is the only Asian teacher 
on the faculty of Sharpstown and is 
the advisor to the schools Chinese 
Cultural Club， the ”Vietnamese 
Students Club and the Human 
Relations Committee. 


EXEMPTION 

Supporters of Waki from the 
Asian community, past and present 
Students，teachers and others last 
year attended an HISD Board 
meeting in an attempttogetthe Board 
to grant Waki an exemption from the 
decision to drop one art teacher. 

Glenda Kay Joe, chairperson of 
Houston's Asian American Festival 
Association and one of Wakis 
staunchest Supporters，testified on 
behalfofWaki. She stressedthe need 
to _ expand the Singleton Ratio to 
include Asians due to the growing 
Asian population in Houston. Joe 
also testified on the need for Asian 
role models such as Waki. 

“JInsofar as specifics are 
concerned, Betty Waki's leadership 
has been instrumental in 
encouraging community 
involvement and Student 


participation in Houston's Asian 
American Festival in 1980, 81 and 
82,” 


said Joe. “The active 
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participation of Sharpstown students 
is an integral part of the Asian 
American community"s effort to 
engender an appreciation of our 
cultural diversity and a Sense of 
community involvement and 
leadership in our young people. 

“Therefore，we feel that it is 
imperative that Asian ethnic 
Students have access to Asian ethnic 
faculty as Iole models and 
counselors,”Joe asserted. 

TIhat ， year， students “from 
Sharpstown High circulated 
petitions to retain  Waki， In 
approximately one hour，over 700 
Signatures were gathered from the 
student body. Faculty members 
followed suit and also circulated 
petitions to retain Wakiand obtained 
the signatures of a majority of the 
faculty. 


SUPPORT 

The petitions were presented to 
the Board, along with speeches by 
individual students and teachers on 
behalf of W aki. 

After this tremendous show of 
Support, the school board decided to 
grant Waki an exemption from the 
absorption decree._ Ihe _ board， 
however, also decided not to expand 
the Singleton Ratioto include Asians 
as 3a Separate category, another goal 
of the Waki supporters. 

“Even though Betty Waki might 
be retained at Sharpstownbecause of 
community interest and protest，her 
job will always be in jeopardy until 
the Singleton Ratio is amended to 
include Asians as 8a 
minority group, ”wrote Supporters of 


Waki in their introductory statement | 


to the board last year. 

That statement turned out to be 
prophetic. 

This year，Waki received a 
letter from principal ”Jackson 
informing her that once again 3 
position in the art department would 


be absorbed. Since Waki was the 地 
“white” art teacher with the least 民 
Seniority，she would be the one to 上 


lose her job. 
ANGRIER 
Perhaps to the 
Jackson，Waki's Supporters once 
again came to her aid, This time， 
however, theirreactions were angrier 
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and more intense, 下 xcerpts from 3 
June3,1983 letter from GlendaKay 
Joe to HISD Superintendent Dr. 
Billy Reagan demonstrates the 
intense feelings generated by the 
Second attempt by Jackson to rid 
Sharpstown of Waki: 

“It would appear that HISD 
might fare better by replacing 
Principal Jackson， rather than 

MS. Waki,”read Joe's letter. 
“Mr. Jackson's most recent display 
of administrative incompetence has 
won him the “frontpage”distinction 
of HISD host for morally depraved 
exhibitionists performing at a school 
function， and .consequently， is 
regarded as an embarrassment to 
both the community and HISD .…. 

“JInasfar as Houston's Asian 
American community is concerned， 
we have been patient, Wehave gone 
through proper channels,”the letter 
continued,“We have assumed good 
faith on the part of HISD and the 
Board of Education. But，now，we 
have had it! I -am sure you can 
appreciate oOUT position. Unless this 
matter can be resolved quickly and 
judiciously, the Board of Education 
can ”expect Houston's Asian 
American _ community to come 
before it, once again and en masse.” 

VENDETTA 

Many of the people involved in 
this case feel that Jackson has a 
“personal vendetta ”against Waki. 
They point to several actions taken 
by Jackson in the past year to prove 
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this. 

Jackson claims that the reason 
for Waki's absorption is to bring 
Sharpstowninto compliance with the 
Singleton Ratio. 

However，Joe points out in her 
letter to Dr 了 Reagan that when 
Jackson had an opportunity to hire 
more minority teachers, he filled 15 
out of 16 positions with whites.

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Former 
UC Berkeley lecturer Merle Woo 
lastThursday filed a complaint in the 
Alameda County Superior Court 
charging the university's board of 
Tegents with the“knowing，willful 
and intentional” wrongful 
termination of her employment 
there. 

The complaint, filed by Woo”s 
attorney Mary C. Dunlap, contends 
that the termination constituted a 
breach of her employment contract 
and was done in retaliation against 
the socialist lesbian lecturer because 
of her bolitical views and her 
criticism of the Asian American 
Studies program at UC Berkeley-. 

DAMAGES 

Woo seeks reinstatement and 
Compensation of not less than 
$100,000 in damages. 

In a federal district court action 
brought in-the matter last March， 
Judge Samuel Conti ruled that Woo 
could not sue in his court for any 
monetary ”relief. Despite that 


setback, Woo considered the judge's 本 
decision a victory because he did not | 


grant the School s motion to dismiss 
her case entirely. 


adopted rule which allowed for the 
termination of lecturers after four 
ratherthan the original eight years of 


employment. 

Charges of unfair labor practices 
filed against the school in December 
1982 were held to be valid by the 
Public Employment Relations Board 
which ordered Woo's rehiring with 
backpay. On March 29, the school

Faiper TIhis film documents Lowe”s 
trip to China and her search for her 
family's roots during which she 


meets her mainland relatives， 
including her 85-year-old 
grandmother. 

Most notable is the perspective 
Lowe Provides as 3a，second- 
generation ”Chinese ， American. 


Having never visited China，she is 
able to describe that country interms 
that her fellow second generation 
peers can comprehend. 

Lowe very lucidly explains the 
conditions of China, elaborating on 
women's issues，cost of living and 
familial ties to relatives in the United 
States. Chzizza: 和 a1d or My Fatjer 
includes Some impressive footage of 
rural China, too， 

Also shown were Cruisimz .三 
Towm and O7 Nemw Cro1id，two 
films which offerinsights on the ways 
Asian Americans interpret theif 
cultural status in the United States. 

CRUISIN” 

In CU1NZ2 .7Tomwj2，which was 
filmed in the early 70s，Asian 
American musicians talk about the 
development of Asian American 
music as distinct from other musical 
genres. Two of these musicians now 
perform with the jazz-fusion group

The upbeat but relevant concert 


clips, as well as the jillustrative iazo 
(Japanese “ drum) ， performances 
made_ Cruz 六 Towm lighthearted 
andeasilyenjoyable while alsobeing 
informative. 

In the three times this reviewer 
has seen O1z New Crox1zd by Loni 
Ding, this videotape has never failed 
to stir favorable responses from its 
audience.

jobs ranging from welder to

This 30-minute SO 信 


documentary, dotted with optimistic 
and encouraging quotes from the 
woman interviewees, can do no less 
than inspire. IThe exceptional 
cinematogrpahy by Michael Chin 
also deserves notice. 

REFUGEES 

Addressing the issue of newly 
arrived Southeast Asian refugees 
was Bittersweel Survival by 
Christimie Choy and 本 工 _Iakagi. 
The most hard-core documentary of 
the group， Bittersweel UVIPaL 
poignantly illustrated the Problems 
faced by this group in areas of 
employment，housing and cultural 
adjustment. 

Particularly disturbing was the 
hopelessness Suggested by 
interViewees who bleakly admitted， 
“Americans will never understand 
us,”and,“In America I have no 
hope.” But Choy and Tagaki 
evidently meant to disturb their 
audience. Clips of starving children 
and quotes of white backlash 
strongly assert that claim. 

JIntermingled among the longer 
documentaries were three 10-minute 
long films，Pika .Don by Renzo

Before Seeing ji78O， 
asMJFest asked its choreogrpaher 
Mitsuko Mitsueda to describe the 
work，which had a short run at the 
New_ Performance Gallery 6/23- 
7/2. Mitsueda thought for a while， 
mumbled a few words, but could not 
come up with an efficient anSwWer. 

After attending the performance， 
one understands why， jzi7zgO does 
not fall  _ comfortably into any 
category indeed. It is a joyous 
mixture ofdance and theater, of East 
and West，and of the ancient and 
the avant-garde. It recalls Yen-Lu 
Wong's ceremonial dances at times， 
but it does not have Wongs 
Pretension， 

COMPLETE 

Divided into three parts，with a 
brief prologue, the first half of the 
berformance is virtually a complete 
theater piece formed by tableaux. 
The men's trio is sparkling with 
WwWisdom and wit， Here Mitsueda 
incorporates martial art with body 
contact improvisation. 

The result is a mysterious and 
playful passage that is at once Ultra- 
modern and primitive. Though the 
dancers ” appear to be under- 
rehearsed，the innocence of the 
movement and the simplicity of the 
choreography mark this portion the 
high point of SNz7z8o. 

Itis followed by Mitsueda's solo 
Shibparx. In the beginning, She sits in 
a box, arectangular Space walled by 
four panels of glass Screens. 
Gradually she breaks out, but she is 
forever dragged down by a piece of 
rock, which is attached to one end of 
her sash. 

It would be too easy to define 
Shipar as a statement on 
womanhood.
